Nay, it has not on- 
ly Maintain'd it ſelf, but likewiſe a numerous Train 
ofGenteelCreditable Dependants in a veryTr iumphant 
and Flouriſhing Condition. What ts yet more Incre- 
dible I have known thoſe Dependants, oftentimes fin 
their Account, iu Delivering Falſhoods, which they 
themſelves never expected wou'd be belted. 
JTis no later than yeſterday that I ſaw it affirm'd © 
in Print with a Good Grace and Competent Aſſu- . 
rance, by a Perſon who Styles himſelf a Member of 
the oo of C-,, Thartall the Biſhops and other 
Clergy of the Eftabliſh'd Church of I — d are no 
better than Papiſts and profeſs d Friends to the 
Pretender. No Body can imagine, that ever the 
Author expected to be believ'd in This by any one 
Man living ; but yet I know not hom, I can't but.

quiſition, and by placing thoſe Proceedings in a 
true Light, that thoſe Meaſures were not only 
inconſiſtent with Juſtice, and the Diſcharge of a 
good Conſcience, but likewiſe highly Injurious - 
to their Country, whoſe Welfare they profeſs d 
to promote by em. i | 

Secondly, That they, who gave their Voices for 
ſuch Perſons, as have abus d and betray d their 
Truſt, and acted in direct Contradiction to it, 
may never more be induc'd, by any Perſwaſion or 
8 Pretext whatſoever, to put it in their 
Power a ſecond Time, to Oppreſs Loyalty and In- 
nocence; and make ſuch Bold Steps to the De- 
ſtruction of their Liberties, and the Overturning 
the Conſtitution in Church and State; as cannot 
be paralelld in Hiſtory ſince the Confuſions of 
Forty One; and even Exceed the f:rſ# Steps to Re- 
bellion that were taken then. TA 

There are ſome Perſoxs whom, I have little 
Hopes of Reforming by this Relation: I mean 
thoſe, who, tho given to change, are yet ſteadily 
and obſtinately Evil: Upon whom Conviction ne- 
ver yet had, nor I fear ever will have, any other 
Effect, than to aggravate their Guilt, and render 
them every Way Inexcuſable; who being convinc'd 
againſt their Principles, their Inclinations and their 
Intereſt, continue in their Courſe, return to their 
Vomit, and retain their Errours: agreeably to 
that Excellent Obſervation of our Great Engliſh 
Genius. | |

- Twrite this therefore, principally and Mainly, 
for their Inſtruction and Advantage, who are a

their Errours; and need no other Inducement 
to do ſo, than the Knowledge of m. 
When the Return of the preſent Par———t 
was made, all that were truly affected to the Qn, 
the Eſtabliſh'd Church, and the preſent Admini. 
ſtration, bellevd it woud be ſuch a H——f 
of C———5, as was never known in this King- 
dom ſince the Revolution: Their Expetatrons 


were abundantly exceeded, andeven their Wiſhes 


ſeem d to be fully Anſwer'd : They were perſwad- 
ed, Her Majeſty woud now meet with ſuch Re- 
turns of Loyalty and Affection, of ſincere Aﬀecti- 
on, and untainted Loyalty, as woud demonſtrate 
Her Subjects of Ir d truly ſeofible of Her 
Goodneſs towards them: Tenderly touch'd with 
the Great Regard She has always ſhewn to their 
Intereſt; as in many other Iaſtances, ſo elpeci- 
ally, by granting them an entire Exemption from 
the Burden of a long expenſive War, and yet after 
that, a free and full Participitation of all the Bleſ- 
lings and Advantages of Her Happy Peace; hy 
Her unexampl'd Bounty to the Eſtabliſh'd Church

Their Hopes were Strengthen'd yet farther, 
from the Countenance they all receiv'd at the 
Caſtle from the firſt Moment of his Grace's Ar- 


rival; from Mr. M lys being appointed his 
Major Domo, Mr. B— P — —»y his Maſter 
of the Ceremonies, Col. —m C y 
and Major Wh--w--tb Aid de Camps, (the lat- 
ter of whom had the Honour of ferving his E-y 
the Lord Wh in the ſame Station) and 
many more of the ſame Principles, being emplo- 
ed in ſeveral Stations of Honour and Truſt about 
Court; whoſe Names and Characters are ſuffict- 
ently known. 


But when his Gr—e thought fit to do a ſig- 
nal Honour to the Glorious Memory of K— 
N. m'not only by a Solemn and Splendid 
Obſervance of his Birth-Day at the Caſtle, but 
by ſending the Q—n's Muſick to Entertain the 
r and his Friends in the Balcony of the 
T—1I—], to the great Surpriſe and Aſtoniſh- 
ment of all People, who had never before ſeen 
or heard the like: Then their Doubts were en- 
tirely done away, their Hopes were confirm d, 
and their Higheſt Wiſhes Crown'd. 


Mr. B-——+& was now return'd from En—4d, 
and was daily employ'd in the vigorous Proſecu-

This they did not ſtick to de- 
clare openly, wherever they thought it might be 
of Service to cm; and Mr. B k and his 
Friends never fail'd to inſinuate as much in all 
their Applications for Votes ; wherever they be- 
liev'd, ſuch an Intimation woud have it's Effect, 
to his Advantage. To confirm this, he was fre- 
quently at my L—d D—'s Levee, ſollicited 
Votes in the Caſtle, and even in his Gr 5 
Preſence : His known Admirers the L—d A— 
B—of D— L—d M „, L—d F—z 
ms, and Mr. M—ſw—th were the Men in 
Principal Favour and Eſteem with hisG—e. Theſe 
were the Perſons always in Preſence, and always 
diftinguiſh'd by a particular Regard; at the ſame 
Time that almoſt all others of different Principles 
from them, were fo far diſcountenanc'd, whether 
by the Honour they obſerv'd paid to their Opp. 
ſites, or by any other Circumſtance in their own | 
Reception, that for the moſt Part, they were diſ- 
courag'd from appearing, where they coud not 
believe themſelves very Acceptable; and at bell,

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apprehended, that they only fill'd a Space; and 
that perhaps, not very agrecably. 
The Characters of thoſe Honourable Perſons 
abovemention'd, are ſo very well known, that 1 
need not weary the Reader with drawing 'em out 
at Length: I wifh with all my Soul, both for 
his own Sake, and the Sake of Religion, that, 
that Re—d P te,had given the World 
leſs Reaſon to be buſy with his Character;

But ſurely tis a Circumſtance in his G—e's 
Character, worthy of peculiar Obſervance, and 
much Amazemenr, that he is ſaid to have a- 
dopted ſuch Perſons as the L—d M y, 
L—d F—z—ms, Mr. M—ſ—th, and Col. 
Al into a near Intimacy; whoſe Re- 
gard for Religion have ſo eminently diſtinguiſh'd 
them to the World.

As for Mr. M—ſ—th, his own Writings, 
his late behaviour to the Body of the Clergy, 
and the Senſe of the Right Honourable the 
H—-ſe of L—ds upon it, whereby, they rank 
him with TJoland and Agi; have put his Opi- 
nions with Regard to all Things Sacred, 
entirely out of doubt. *Tis much after the 
fame Manner with the Noble Col. but with 
this Difference, That his Converſation at the 
Ann Coffee-Houſe, has ſavd him the Labour,

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World, in that Point. As for the other Two 
Horionrable Gentlemen; One of em has re- 
nounc'd the Chitrch' of Rome: I am too much 
4 Stranger to em, to know what Religion they 
are of; but thus much is certain; neither of em 
are in the Intereſt of the Church of Ir d. Tis 
temarkable enough. The. —d F-—z—ms, which 
he thought very" incredible * The Bible 
lay upon the Table, and he“ to it, ſwore 
a great "Oath '**#* he belierd it as much a 
he did any Thing in that Boo“. 
Theſe (with ſome others not worth the nam- 
ing) are the Perſons, who after Mr. M—ly, were

I fay aſter Mr. M..; fot tis allow d 
on all Hands, That be was, and is, the firſt 
Favourite; always choſen as a Companion to 
the Park, to the Strand, and to the Country; 
Controllor of his G—e's Houſhold; and of 
his cloſet” Council: I need” not trouble you 
with this Gentleman's Character, 'tis as well 
known as his Employment; the moſt Remark- 
able Circumſtance that regarded him before 
this Time, was, That he had a Brother of 
Principles quite Oppoſite | to his om; whoſe 
Worth Atton'd for his Demerit to the Govern- 
ment, and was ſuppos d to Support him in his

and Mr. Br —& was a Man of too much Sa- 
gacity and Deſign, not · to make his own Uſe

indeed 
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indeed exceedingly Induſtrious to turn every 
Circumſtance. of his G—e's Conduct to his 
own Advantage; and in Reality he did fo, 
with great Dexterity, and Application, and 
with a Diligence peculiar to himſelf. He en- 
gag'd many Men for their Votes, even before 
they were Elected; he ſolicited by Letters, by 
Meſſages, by Friends, by Aflurances, by In- 
ſinuations; but chiefly by Inſinuations: This 
was his beſt Engine, and by this he gain'd al- 
moſt all that were to be gain'd of both Par- 
ties; even ſome of Her Majeſty's moſt Honou- 
rable Priuy Council. And beſides all this, he 
had his Emiſſaries in all Quarters of the Town, 
to bring him ſpeedy. Intelligence of every Mem- 
ber as he came in; which they effected ſo faith- 
fully, that for the moſt Part, he paid his, Com- 
pliment to every Man of 'em, before they coud 
get off their Boots. His conſtant Reſidence all 
this Time was at Lucas Cofſee- Houſe, where all 
thoſe that eſcap'd his Emiflary's, were ſure to 
fall in his own Way. . | | 

By this Time I preſume my Reader is ſuffici- 
_ ently Prepar'd for the Iſſue of Mr. Br — Es un- 
dertaking ; it being ſcarcely poſſible, That ſuch 
Induſtry and Application, attended with ſo ma- 
ny Happy Circumftances, coud fail of Succeſs; 
eſpecially, it we conſider the Conduct of the 
Gentleman that oppos'd him, and compare the 
Unaccountable (I had almoſt ſaid, Aﬀetied) Re- 
mitsneſs of the One, with the Unweary'd Di- 
ligence of the other. The beſt Sir R 
JL ss Friends can ſay in Excuſe of him 
upon this Point, is, That he is of a Lazy Neg: 
_ Iigent

ligent Nature, and ſtrangely Averſe to all Trou- 
ble and Application whatſoever ; and indeed, 
one woud think he were ſo to a Great Degree 
when *tis Notorious, that, tho' he was in Com- 


pany with ſeveral Members of P-— —:, yet 
he woud not be at the Labour of asking for 
their Votes, tho' he knew they were not engag'd. 
The Story of a Gentleman, that recommended 
his Friend to him, and told him, he had engag'd 
his Vote for him, is very Remarkable, Sir R —4 
was writing a Letter, and irom the Intention 


of his Thoughts, it ſo happen'd, that he did 


not ſhew the leaſt Regard for the Compliment 


made him; I don't know how it is ( lays he) 
' for my Part, I don't underſtand it; in England, 


the Queen does but declare Her Pleaſure, in 
Relation to a Speaker, and the C ut comply 
with it of Courſe : But here, there is ſo much 
Intereſt and Application requir'd, I mujt 
confeſs I — The Gentleman woud not 


give him the Trouble of explaining himlelf 
any further, but turn'd away with his Friend, 
in ſome Confuſion, and made the beſt Excuſe he 


coud, for the Rudeneſs he had occaſion'd him. Sir 
R-, ſame Time after, when he had finiikh'd 


- his- Letter, chanc'd to ſee the Gentlemen 


walking in the Court; he came up, and after 


a very eaſy Manner, thank'd 'em for the Fa- 
vour they had done him. 2 


To this Indolence of Diſpoſition, SirR—4's 
Friends are glad to aſcribe ths and all the ret 


of his Conduct, in'this Affair: But they that 


know him beſt, and ſeem to treat his Character 


with the utmoſt Impartiality, are ready to im-

pute it to another Cauſe: They tell us, Sir 
R— 4 has one Principle, and but one, he loves 
himſelf — This is his [firſt and only Principle; 
and (as they ſay) he himſelf avows it: If ſo, 
then any one of common. Underſtanding, will 
make an eaſy Judgment, whether ſuch a Per- 
ſon can poſſibly be true to any Relation of 
Life; tis ſo glaringly Evident that he cannot, 
that Sir R—d has had the Fortune to be al- 
ways ſuſpected of al Parties. How juſtly, I ſhall 
not take upon me to ſay ; but thus much is cer- 
tain, that if all Mankind are miſtaken in him, 


he has never yet given em any Opportunity 


of being undeceiv'd: Nay, ſome are ſo San- 
guine that they don't ſtick to affirm, That 
Sir R—— d was at the Bottom of all thoſe 
late Extraordinary Proceedings of the C—ns, 
that he advis'd his G—e in all the Steps he 
took; and that he principally miſled him: In 
Confirmation of this Opinion, they tell you, 
that Sir R-—— 4 was known to be very fre- 
Guently in Private with him in London; and 
*tis agreed, that from him .chiefly he had his 
Information in Relation to the Affairs of /r-- 
— d; and beſides this, twas obſerv'd that 
there was an Extraordinary and Unuſual In- 
timacy betwixt him and Mr. Br. — k all the 
Time of their Contention; not ſuch a. Gene- 
Tous Complaiſance- as Men of Manners are 
wont to uſe towards their Rivals in Honour; 
but a near and intimate Intercourſe of Secre- 
cy and Friendſhip. R * PLE 
But there is one Thing that puts this Mat- 
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ter beyond all Manner of Doubt, and that is, 
the Great Concern Sir R———4d was obſery'd 
to diſcover when he found that Her M—y 
and the Miniſtry were reſolvy'd to Support the 
L- d Chr: A Concern too real to be diſ- 
ſembl'd, and too viſible to be conceal'd. 

Having thus prepar'd the Way, to the Hi- 
ſtory of this Seſſion, by an Introduction of a 
more than ordinary Length, which I was ne- 


ceſſitated to, to make it conceivable to a com- 


mon Reader, how it was poflible the 'C——ns 
of I -d coud chuſe Mr. B-— —t Sp — 
k—r, and run into all his Meaſures, if as 
is moſt certain, there was at firſt a Majority 
againſt his Intereſt. I proceed now to the 
Meeting of the P--— — nt, which was on 
Wedneſday. the Twenty fifth of November laſt. 
The firſt Thing we meet with here, worthy 
of Obſervation, is a Remarkable Clauſe in 
his G 's Speech to both Houſes, where 
after he has told 'em, of his firm Reſolution 
to diſcharge the Great Truſt committed „to 
him; with Zeal for her Majeſties Service 
and their Intereſt; He adds, that he muſt there- 
fore earneſtly recommend it to em, that as the Pro- 
reſt ants of Ir d are united in One Common 
Intereſt they might al agree in the ſame Means of 
Promoting it. 
I mention this Clauſe becauſe, tho with- 
out Queſtion it was well intended by his G- ce; 
who meant no more, than that they ſhond Se- 
cure themſelves againſt the Papiſts who are the 
Common Enemy; yet the Faction laid Great 
Streſs upon it, the Proteſtant Intereſt, _— an 
TN | XPTC + 
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Expreſſion in Great Eſteem amongſt them, to ſig. 
nify ſometimes an Intereſt Diſtin# from, and 
even Contrary to that of the Eftabliſh'd Church ; 
but always us'd, to leſſen the Regard Men ought 
to have for that Excellent Communion, by put- 
ting all Denominations of Proteſtants without 
Diſtinction upon a Level; they know ve— 
ry well, that Atheiſts, Deiſts, Heini ans and Sect a- 
riſts of all Sorts, go under the Name of Pro- 
teſtants; and theſe with the truly Orthodox of 
the Eſtabliſh'd Church make up the Proteſtant 
Intereſt of that Kingdom: But then ſurely *tis 
not one Interoſt, but rather = Comprehenſion of In- 
tereſts Diametrically oppoſite ; of Intereſts as 
different from one another, as a Rational and 
Chriſtian Communion, from an Unreaſonable 
and Sinful Schi/m ; as Faith and Infidelity, Re- 
ligion and Irreligion ; Loyalty and Faction: and 
therefore when a Certain Sett of Men, proclaim 
their Zeal for the Proteſtant Intereſt, no wonder 
they find it eaſy to diſtinguiſh and oppoſe them 
fo one another. As thall appear farther here- 
after even to a Demonſtration, 1 
When his G ce had ended his Speech, 
he order'd the C ns to proceed to the 
Election of a Speaker, and to preſent him at the 
Barr of the L- ds H —ſe the next Day at 
Eleven, of the Clock; accordingly they did pro- 
ceed to an Election, and Mr. Br K was 
Choſen by a Majority of four Voices. | 
But here, it muſt not be omitted, that beſides 
ſeveral of thoſe cad Tories, who had inadver- 
tently engag'd themſelves to Mr. Br k, 
| an 
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ard accordingly Voted for him ; there were al- 
ſo many others, who did the like, from whom 
it might as little be Expected: All thoſe that 
had any Hopes from the Crown, ( contrary to 
the Practice of all Former Ages) now Voted 
againſt it: Nay, the Hal, Pa) Officers, and ſe- 
ſeveral Whole-Pay who had an Immediate De- 
pendance upon the Qn, gave their Voices di- 
rectly contrary to Her Recommendation. Af- 
ter this, twill be no ſurpriſe, to tear, that 
thoſe who had a Dependance, upon the D— 
of Sh ry did the fame thing; even his 
Aid de Camp's Brother, and all others, except 
Sir J— St—y; and he indeed had fo much 
Authority over his Nephew M—k, that he 
oblig'd him to be Abſent ; The D—ke alſo to 
do him Fuſtice, prevaild ſo far upon the Hon- 
ourable Th— B—r one of Her Maj—'s moſt 
Honourable Privy Council, that he Engag'd 
him not to appear againſt Sir R—d Ls: 


tas ſaid ſome others were alſo prevail'd up- 


on to the ſame purpoſe, but their Names were 
never yet heard of. 

I told you before that Mr. Br—k and his 
Friends inſinuated that he was acceptable to 
the D—ke : and all People look'd upon this 
Election, to be, as in truth it was, the Teſt of 
that Infinuation : When therefore they ob- 
ſerv'd thoſe that had a Dependance either up- 
on her Majeſty, or the D— ke Vote for Mr, 
Br—k ; they cowd not but conclude him, 
not inacceptable to his G- ce: And according- 
ly thought the Beſt Way of paying their Court, 
was to run in with their Sp—r's * 

8 the 
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the Reader therefore will not be ſurpris'd, to 
find from bence forward, the ſtrength of Mr. 
Br— Es Party Increaſe continually, under ſo 
wuch Countenance and Encouragement. *' 

'Tis true, Sir J— $t—y declar'd for Sir 
—— d L——5 ; nor cou'd it be otherwiſe 
expected: Becauſe for Him to have Voted for 
Mr. Br—k, wou'd have bęen to have pulld 
off the * and expos'd the : But 
tis as true that hemaintain'd a near Correſpon- 
dence with Mr. Br—k and his Friends; was 
intirely in their Secrets, and concerted their 
Meaſures in proof of this, we need not menti- 
on his many Secret Conference's with his Ne- 
phew M—k ; and his Couſin the R—r 3; tis 
iufficient to ſay, that, when Mr. A—d—ſ—n 
S— d—rs ſet up for Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Elections, in Oppoſition to Mr. Rr, 
he had aſſurances of ſome Members, that wou'd 
Vote for him, if Sir St—y ſhou'd in the 
leaſt deſire it of em, Mr. S—d—rs conceiv'd 
bur little Hopes from thoſe Aſſurances; but 
however, he ſaid, he wou'd try Sir. I— n; he 
did fo, and ſucceeded as he expected, thoſe ve- 
xy Perſons Voted againſt him: nor cou'd it be 
expected that Sir J—n wou'd uſe his Intereſt 
with others, when he refusd his own Vote: 

Was Favour ſufficient that he was abſent, 

| The {ame Day, that Mr. Br k was Choſen, 
*Twas ſaid, there was Great Application made, 
to have him dil proy'd : and having ſo ſmall 4 
Mijority, alLthe Friends of the Church expected 
that he woud: Nay, many of thoſe Gentlemen 
that Voted for him, defr'd that be might; al- 
way 8 ledging 
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* ledging, that they were ſurpriſd into the Promiſe 
, of their Votes not knowing the 2 — n had recom- 
ended any ot her: and giving all poſſible Ahuran- 
ces that if he were Rejected, they woud Vote 
againſt him next time: And ſince it was well 
e known, that their Votes had made him 4a Ma- 
4 jorty, there was not the leaſt doubt but he woud 
be excluded upon the next Conteſt.

: that knew Mr. Br k ey had Reaſon to

* jeſty, even when he was in Power; by the Doctrine 


laid down at the Tryal of P. C. who Printed and 
4 ,Publiſh'd a Libel to defeat her HereditaryRight to 

the Crown; And by the acquittal of another, who 
Swore, if ſhe touch'd his property, he woud cut her 
Throat : coud any oneImagine, that, That which 
diſappointed his Ambition, woud incrca'e his 
Loyalty 2 If ſuch was his care of her Majeſty's 
Rights, even whilſt he repreſented her Authority; 
What coud not be expected from him, in aStaiog, 
wherethePatronage of the Peoples Libert ies, might 
give a Plauſible Pretence to the Worſt Deſigus? 
or rather what may not juſtly be dreaded from 
him in that Station, when Rage and Reſentment, 
and Diſappointment, were added to the Inherent 
d depravity of his Nature? but beſides theſe Rea- 

ſons, already Urg' d; twas Evident to every Con- 
1. I ſdering Perſon, that the Church and Nation 

wou'd reap a double Yr from this Diſ- 


ap: 
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approbation of Mr. Br k; For Firſt, Sir 
R—-0d L s, cou'd not have been put in E 
lection-a Second time, a Negative having been 
already put upon him; and fo, we ſhou'd have 
been freed from the Danger of a ſuſpetied Friend: 
andwSecondly Mr. Br E cou'd not poſſibly 
have procurd himſelf to be Elected again, thoſe 
Perſons that made him a Majority, having nom 
declar d againſt him: And then, we ſhou'd hay 


cen deliver'd from a ſure Enemy. | 


But even this is not all; for 'tis beyond all 
Queſtion, that Mr. D--bb=-n wou'd have been 
Choſen upon the next Tryal ; a Man of Unſhaken 
Integrity, and fincere affection to Her Majeſty 
and the Eſtabliſh'd Church; a Perſon alſo, of 
ſuch known Worth, and Abilities, as I ſhou'd In- 
jure by a diſcription : *Tis ſufficient to ſay, that 
he was altogether unexceptionable, and every way 
equal to fo great a Truſt. r 

Theſe Realons, prompted all thoſe that knew 
Mr. Br- Es Character, and were well af- 
fected to the Preſent Adminiſtration, to expect 
that he wou'd be diſapprov'd: They cou'd not 
but look upon this, to be a Happy Opportunity, 
(as in truth it was,) the moſt Glorious that cou'd 
be wiſh'd for by his G—ce, of recommending 
himſelf to the Trueh Loyal of the Eftabliſh'd 
Church: Becauſe, by diſapproving Mr. Br——h, 
he had put it out of the Power of his Enemies 
to ſuſpe& his ſincere Affection and Regard for 
that Intereſt : And at the ſame time , Con- 
vinc'd the World, that all Mr. Br — Es 


Inſinuations in relation to him, were Falſe and 


Ground- 
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Groundleſs: But however it happen'd, his Gece 
did not think fit to lay hold of That Opportunity. 

The next Day, the C- ns attended the 
D ke at the appointed Hour, and Mr. BY —-k, 
preſented himſelf for his approbation, after a ve- 
ry Remarkable manner : for whereas it was Uſual 
heretofore, for Perſons in his Circumſtances, to 
make what they call Dijqualifying Speeches, and 
to profes their Inability for the due diſcharge of 
that Arduous Province ; Mr. Br- e, on the 


| contrary, took that Opportunity of letting bis 


G ce and the Whole World know, that he was 
the beſt qualifyd for it of any Man in the Nation. 
*Tis true, he Iaſinuates ſomething of his Fears 
and Diſidence of himlelf ; and indeed Smoothly e- 
nough, to Raile his Character, by a very Artful 
Oppoſition ; ſhewing, from the contrary Opinion 
of the C ns, that thoſe Fears were alto- 
gether groundleſs and unjuſt. 

But, ( fays he ) When I conſider, that my En- 
* deayours to {erve her Majeity in the Chair of a 
* Former P- t, were fo acceptable to, and 
* approv'd by the WHOLE H ſe of C—- ns, 
that they were pleas d to expreſs their ſenſe cf 
dem by a ſignal Mark of Reſpett after I ceasd to 
be a Member of their H fe: when I conſider 
* that out of many Gentlemen of Great Abilities 
*and Knowledge in the Laws and Methods of 
© P——t the Ans have now again judg'd 
me capable of Filling the Chair to their x petcta- 


tion, I dare not put my own Fears and Diffidence 


* of my ſelf inBallance with their Superior Judge- 
* ment: 


C 2 Now 
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Now you muſt know, this WHOLE H—fſe 
of CO ns as Mr. Br k calls it, conſiſted 
of about forty or fifty Men at moſt ; a Sett of his 
own Friends, met by Appointment for that pur- 
poſe: Among whom, it was mov'd, one Mornin 
immediately after Prayers, that Mr. Br 
might have the Thanks of the H ſe for his Ser- 
vices in ſome Former Seſſions ; and carry'd ac- 
cordingly. | 

I had never thought of Troubling Mr. Br—-E 
with this Truth: Had not he himſelf thrown it 
in my Way: For when I found him, ſo very In- 
duſtrious, to tell the World of the Honour that 
was done him ; I thought it but fair, they ſhou'd 
alſo be told the Manner in which it was done him: 
And now my Hand's in, I dor't care if I let the 
Courteexs Reader know, that Mr. Br E la- 
bour'd this very Point for ſome Tears before, with 


all the Friends he had: That the fame thing was 


often attempted in a ul H— ſe, and as often Re- 
jected. Nor was He able, with all his Art and 
all his Intereſt, to compaſs this Honour till my 
L—dW 2 was in the Government, and 
Mr. R—d—r in the Chair; and eren then, be 
Compaſs'd it by Contrivance. * Wi 
I am ſure, that in ſome Former Seffions, the 
H- ſe were ſo far from being diſpos d to give 
Mr. Br —— k their Thanks; that when they 
ſaw the Tendency of thoſe Meaſures he drew em 
into; they were in a much better Humour to 
D:ſerace than Hyncur him. 2 
I cannot omit, that the very next Day after 
Mr. Br Es Approbation, his Son, was ſo 
ſull of Reſentment and Revenge againſt the whole 


Body 
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Body of the wicked Tories ; that he cou'd not 
contain himſelf even towards the Poor Door- 
Keeper; but turn'd him away from thence with the 
Utmoſt Fury and Indignation ; and with all the 
Reproaches, that cou'd poſſibly be deſetv'd by a 
Loyal Subje for Wearing a Lawrel: Tho' 'twas 
known he had ſervd in that Employment ever 
ſince the Revolution ; without the leaſt Imputati- 
on either upon his Honeſty or Sufficiency for the 
Truſt : And that he had ſucceeded his Father in 
that Service. To give this the better Face, a Poor 
Inniskillinger was at firſt put into his Place; but 
Mr. Br — — k to ſhew his Regard for the Proteſt ant 
Intereſt, quiekly exchang'd him for a Better Man, 
a Presbyterian. | 

Soon after, came on the Election of Chairman 
for the Committee of Elections; Mr. A—d—z 
$S—d—rsand Mr. Er Candidates; the latter 
of whom, carried it by a Majority of fix Voices: 


Nor cou'd it be expected otherwiſe, when ſome 


of thoſe that pretended to be moſt Zealous for 
the Church Intereſt deſerted it in ſo Critical a 
Juncture; tho' they well knew, the Iſſue of this 
Election was of the Greateſt Conſequence to it. 
I cannot but repeat to the Reader what I ob- 
ſerv'd before of the Honourable Sir F—n $t—y; 
mmely, that he wou'd not be at the Trouble of 
making Votes for Mr. —d—# $—d—rs, tho 
he cou'd make em for asking: And how little 
it cou'd be expected that he wou'd, when he with- 
drew his own. 3 | 
This Coolneſs and Remiſneſs on the one ſide, 
cannot better appear, than by oppoſing it to the 
Warm Zeal, and Unwearried Diligence of the 
| Other; 
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other; ſuch, as cou'd induce Mr. Br k to 
break through the Decorum of his Truſt, and 


appear'd to Vote for Mr. R- r, after an 
Extraordinary and Unheard of manner. It bei 

always preſum d, that the S—k—r of a H—le 
of C ns, can know no Favour or Affection 
in any thing that relates to the Proceedings of 
that Body; but is as the Zink, which Suſpends the 
Beam of a Ballance; the Varying Weight of the 
H ſe, may raiſe the Beam fomtimes at one End, 
and ſomtimes at another; but the Link that ſuf- 
pends it is ſtill the ſame: Always Even, and Stea- 
died to one Fix'd Cent'ral Point : And when ever 
it ceaſes to be ſo, the Conſequence is always Inju- 
rious to One Side; for as much, as the leaſt Incli- 
nation there, varies the Ballance to a very Great 
Degree. But indeed they that Conſider Mr. 
Br - Es deportment in the Chair; will I 
believe be little ſurpriꝰd at this Irregularity out of 
it. And as for the reſt of the World, 1 don't 
doubt, but they] think it as decent, for Br 2 
the Sy—k—-r to Vote at the Election of a Chair- 
man; as for Br -——k& the J- 4 Chief Juſtice, 
to go to a Cockpit in his Gown ; and Bett with 
Butchers £#c. A Conduct, which did not reflect 
more Honour upon himſelf, than Advantage to 


his Son: Who happening to looie to a conſider- 


able Wager, and not being in a Diſpoſition to 
Pay it, mũſt ( according to the Laws of the Place 
have been Hoiſt up in a Basket to the Houſe Top; 
had not his Fathers Authority Screen'd him 
from Juſtice: Which gave Occaſion to ma- 
ny of his Honeſt Companions, to be very merry 
upon his L—d—ps Character; and make Dl 

| on 
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fions greatly to his Advantage: He muſt needs be 
an Excellent h Tuſtice, ſay they, that hinders 
the Execut ion of the Laws : Marry if he does the 
Queen ſuch Juſtice as he does the Cockpit, She has 
a fine time ont. * * ſays another, and you may 
depend upon't he does, But to return.— ' 

When this Important Point was carry'd, the 
next thing of courſe, was to Strengthen their In- 
tereſt as faſt as they cou'd, ( for they did not yet 
think it ſtrong enough to ſupport them in all the 
Meaſures they delign'd ) by Removing as many 
of the di ſaffected from their Couycils, as they 
couꝰd find Friends that wou d Petition to Succeed 
em: Who, upon Mr. R rs being Elected 
Chairman, quickly appear'd in Great Numbers. 
However 'twas hop'd they won d proceed at leaſt 
with an appearance of Juſtice: And that they 
wou'd avoid any Monſt'rous and Shocking Abuſe 
of their Power, to maintain their Credit at leaft 
by a Semblance of Equity, in Caſes not Glaringly 
Unjuſt : But when 'twas obſerv'd, upon the very 
firſt Election heard before the Committee, that 
Perjury, Bribery, and Forgery, evidently 
appearing againſt their very good Friend Mr. 
. i , In order to have himſelf 
Elected for the Borrough of M—— — in the 
2 —=— C—: Was nevertheleſs, no juſt Ob- 
jection againſt his being duely Flected; *Twas plain, 
the Party were reſolvd to go through Stitch 
with their Work; to act above board; and not 
be retarded from their Glorious deſigns, by any 
Fooliſh Scruples of Juſtice and a Good Cor ſcieuce. 
The Good of their Country was what they pro- 
feſs d to purſue with the utmoſt Zeal: 1 * &

Good Eud, and according to the Doctrine of 41, 
couꝰd not fail to ſanctify what ever means were 
us'd in order to it. | WES, 

After this, when 'twas ſaid the C ns 
had determin'd ſome Perſons Duely Choſen, who 
were Elected by ſome Burghers of Corporations 
in the abſence of the Chief Magiſtrate ; who by 
the Charter, was ar. Eſential Conſtituent Part of 
the Electors ; and as the School Men call it, a 
Conditio fine qua non — When at another time 
they Reſolv'd a Man duely Elected, who was ne- 
ver Nam'd till the Election was over; no Body 
was ſurpris d or thought any thing of it; twas 
what every one expected. 

And, as they us'd Extraordinary means, ſo 
they us'd Indefatigable Pains, and Unparalel'd 
Application (as Mr. Br —— E expreſſes it) to 
attain their Hd. They knew, Lime was Pre- 
cious, and therefore, Expedition was neceſſary: 
upon this View, they appointed Committees of 


Elections three times a Week, to meet at Four 


in the Afternoon; and tho' the H—-ſe fat 
ſometimes till Six or Seven in the Evening, 
yet the Committees never fail'd to meet the 
fame Night ; and ſat, ſometimes, till Twelye 
at Night, ſometimes, till Two, and ſometimes 
till Six in the Morning : But rarely Roſe be- 
fore Twelve at Night. They Propos'd and 
Found two Great Advantages from this Vnpa- 
ralelPd Application; namely, firſt, that the Old 
and Invalid, were under a Neceſlity of depart- 
ing before the Queſtion was put; and theſe 
happen'd to be moſt on the Loyal Side: On the 
Contrary, the Young and Unexperienc'd *

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Mr. Br s beft Men; for they always de- 
pended moſt upon him, who knew him leaſt. 

he other was, that thoſe, whoſe Conſciences, 
wou'd not let *em conſent to any thing that 
was notoriouſly unjuſt, with their Eyes open ( as 
they ſay — might take that opportunity, of 
taking a Comfortable Nap till the Queſtion

But there is one Conteſted Election deſerves 
our Peculiar Notice ; becauſe the Determinati- 
on of it was Attended with many Extraordi- 
nary and 2 Circumſtances: And that 
is, the Election of the City of D-; Sir 
W m F. ns and M———x T—-r, Eſq; 
Petition'd againſt the Undue Election of F—-#= 
F—ſt—r ſq; Recorder of the City, and B—# 
B Eſq; Alderman: In order to refolve which 
Petition to be Frivolows and Vexatious, and the 
Allegations therein contain'd, to be Falſe, Scan- 
dalow, and Malicious, they Proceed in the Fol- 
lowing Method. | 

Firſt, They Call a Diſturbance that ＋ 
at the 7þ—1 on the Sixth of November laſt, a- 
bout taking the Poll, a Riot; before they ſo 
much as ſaw any Examinations relating to it 
* thereby taking upon them to Prejudge the 
Cauſes then Depending; Doing the very fame 
thing themſelves, which they Charg'd upon the 
L- d Chr; as ſhall be obſerv'd more ful- 
ly hereafter. In the mean time, 'tis delight- 
ful to obſerye, the Severe, and never to be 
| | enough 
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enough admir'd impartiality, of this Great Bo- 
dy : by which alone they were acted to call this 
Diſturbance a Plain Rzot; and the very next 
Diy, the Diſturbance rais'd by Mr. D ly 
M re and others at the Playhouſe, a Pre- 
tended Riot. | 

But, becauſe that Diſturbance at the Th— 1, 
has not yet, that I know of, been put into a 
Clear Light ; I ſhall beg the Readers Patience, 
for a few Moments, to relate that matter juſt 
as it happen'd; from the Teſtimony of many 
Eye witnefles of undoubted Credit. 

About the End of October laſt, the Candidates 
for the City of D n, met by Agreement at 
the Th I, to take the Poll; Mr. R- A 
and Alderman B u, took care to be there 
firſt; and as ſoon as they were fully pofleſs'd 
of the place, their Friends, (I won't ſay by 
their Advice ) put on a Firm Reſolution of 
keeping the other Candidates ou: : According- 
ly when Sir W -——m F ns and Mr. T—r 
came, they were deny'd admittance : and when 
their Friends preſs'd to make way for em, they 
were attack'd by ſeveral Bodies of Men, drawn 
up one behind another; and many of em knock d 
down and bruiſed. But at laſt they were over- 


power'd by Sir W————m F ns numbers, 
and forc'd to admit him and his Brother ; Sir 
V. m F-———2s very well knew, that 


Scuffles of that kind, were uſual at Elections; 
and therefore he took no Notice of it, was not 
in the leaſt Sollicitous, to take Examinations, of 
zo form Indictments; but as ſoon as he came, de- 
fir'd to proceed ppon the buſineſs of the Da) ;

vember, for Reaſons heſt known to himſelf: How- 


ever Sir N n took that Opportunity of 
Remonſtrating to Mr. R——-r the Inconveni- 
ence of taking the Poll in that place; where 
ſuch numbers, as were wont to aflemble upon 
thoſe Occaſions, ( eipecially if conſider'd as 
Oppoſite Contending Bodies) cou'd not poſſi- 
bly meet without Crowding ; and in all Pro- 
bability qnarrelling with one enother : And 
therefore deſir'd they might adjourn to the 
Blue Coat-Hojpital the uſuai place of Polling; 
where there was Room enough : And ſurely 
whoeyer conſiders that the Tholfel is in the 
Heart of the City; at the meeting of the four 
narroweſt Streets in it, which are, at the ſame 
time, the greateſt thoroughfares ; almoſt always 
Crowded, but eſpecially in Term-Time, as it 
then was: That belides all this, the Stage for 
Polling, was erected, in the Narrowelt Nook of 
that Narrow Place ; cannot but be convinc'd, 
that Mr. R r propos'd ſome extraordi- 
nary Advantage to himſelf, and Diſadvantage 
to his Competitors from that Situation : Other- 


| wiſe, he wou'd not have ſo Obſtinately refus'd 


to Poll at the Uſual Place; and inſiſted upon 
Polling, where no Poll had ever before been 
taken in the Memory of Man: And indeed, 
tis Evident that he propos'd theſe Following 


advantages from It : 


Firſt, That the Th—1 being the Place of Mr. 


R rs Authority and Juriſdiction, all the | 


Officers and Servants of the place, were Entire- 
ly in his Intereſt, and at his Beck; and there- 
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fore, wou'd take Care, not to admit any - Per- 
ſons into it, *till he and his Friends, were poſ- 
ſeſs'd of all the Avenues to the Stage. And, 
Secondly, becauſe the Space below Stairs, was 
Narrow and Crowded, all his Voters for the 
Day, were ſure to be admit ted into the ſpacious 
Chambers over head ; to be there entertain'd as 
he thought fit, and to be admitted from thence 
to Vote, by a Door that ſided the Stage, with- 
out being Oblig'd to thruſt through the Crowd. 
By this Means, he ſhou'd have it in his Power 
to Poll a Great Part of his Votes, before Sir 
N m F ns and Mr. T— k—r cou'd 
Poll one Man : And then, their Printed Liſts 
at Night, wou'd be ſuch Demonſtration of their 
Superiour Numbers, that many Hundreds of 
Sit W- m F #'s Men, wou'd be diſ- 
courag'd from throwing away their Votes, 
where they might Injure themſelves, and do 
him no Service. | | 
In purſuance of theſe Advantages, the Me- 
thod propos'd by the Sheriffs was this; that 
the Corporations ſhou'd Poll according to their 
Preceedency, the Guild firſt, the Taylors next. 
the Shoemakers next, and ſo on. — 8 
Now, Mr. R r knew, that tho' Sir 
N m and Mr. 7—k—r, had a Majort- 
ty in many other Corporations, yet he and his 
Friend, had a great Majority in theſe three, 
and therefore, for the firit Day or Two, they 
were ſure to carry all before em: Which as I 
now obſery'd, wou'd be ſuch a Diſcourage- 
ment to Sir N m's Party, as cou'd not 


fail to Ruin his Undertaking : to obviate theſe 
ap-

apparent Diſadvantages, Sir W -m and 
Mr.T —k —-r, propos'd, that they ſhou'd Poll 
firſt Fifty of One Side, and then Fifty of the Other, 
all through: Than which there cou'd not be 
any thing more Fair and Equal ; as every one 
will judge ; but this wou'd not anſwer Mr. 
R -rs Ends; and therefore if they wou'd 
not Poll by their Corporations, in the Method 
propos'd, they muſt Poll promiſcuouſly as they 
cou'd come up to the Stage; which trom the 
Reaſons already laid down, muſt give him and 
his Colleague, infinitely the advantage ; and 
moreover, occaſion much Tumult and Strife. 
Theſe Terms Sir W- mand Mr. T—k—r 
were forc'd to ſubmit to, becauſe they cou'd 
get no other, that was not plainly Inconſiſtent 
with their Purpoſe, 

When therefore, they came with their 
Friends, to Poll, on the Day appointed ; they 
found, as they expected, all the Avenues to the 
Stage, every Nook and Corner Crowded with 
Mr. R— -rs Friends; in ſo much, that they 
were forc'd to be liited over many Mens Heads, 
before they cou'd come to their Seats. Sir 
V m's Friends ſeeing the Condition 
things were in, found themſelves under a neceſ- 
ſity, either of uſing Force, or of being Exclud- 
ed that Day: And therefore cry'd out, no Pol 
in this Place, no Poll, tothe Green, the Blew-Coat- 
Hoſpital, the Uſual place of Polling ! and ſome 
cry'd, down with the Stage. 5 

Upon this a Tumult aroſe; but no Violence 
offer d to any Perſon, nor was the Stage Broke; 
immediately; the Sheriffs ſent the back os 

or 
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for the Guard, who quickly came prepar'd for 
the Engagement, »ith Powder and Ball; tho 
the Gencral had given Expreſs Orders to the 
contrary, The Citizens ſeeing an arm'd Force 
come upon 'em, who, they knew, had no Right 
to intermeddle in their Elections: made no 
ſcruple to repel 'em with all the Violence that 
they deſerv'd: Little expecting, tobe entertain'd 
with Bullets and Bayonets. The Officer gave the 
Word, and immediately they were pierc'd, and 
fir d upon by Great Numbers; one was ſhot dead 
upon the Spot, and ſeveral others Dangeroully 
Wounded. By Good Fortune it happen'd, that 
the Street they fir'd from, was much Lower 
than the Level of the Th—1, where the Citizen 


ſtood, and by that means moſt of the Bullet, 


paſs'd over their Heads; otherwiſe, doubtleſ 
the iſſue of that Day had been very Dreadful. 
When the People cry'd out, that one of Si 
W- m F nes Votes was kill'd; Mr. 
Sheriff Br—dſ—w, ( Grand-Son, or Gran 
Nephew to the Famous Preſident of that Name 
cryd out, kill Fifty more of the Dogs! as appearf 
by ſeveral Affidavits; for which he had after 
wards the thanks of the Honourable H f 
or C us: As alſo, the Officer that com 
manded in that brave Action, had High Aj 
plauſes of his Performance, from the Mouth 
of thoſe Great PATRONS and Champions 
Liberty. As ſhall be related in its Proper Plac 
In the mean time, *twill not be unworth 
the Readers Curioſity, to be inform'd, that thi 
ſame Mr. Br —d4ſ—w and his { olleague, in

I dare be Sworn the Ideots our Anceſtors, 
Imagin'd, that the Reaſon, why the Law al- 
low'd certain Perſons call'd Freholders, to Vote 
for the Repreſentatives of that Place where their 
Freehold lay, was, becauſe they had an Intereſt 
there of a Confiderable Value for Life; and 
therefore were nearly concern'd, in Chooſing 
ſuch Repreſentatives, as were acquainted with 
the Condition, and Circumftances of the 
place; and for that Reaſon, beſt able upon all 
Occaſions to promote their Welfare, and Secure 
their Intereſt : To fee, that in the making of 
Laws, they had an Equal Share of Advantage 
with their Fellow Subjects, and not more than 
an Equal Share in the Publick Burdens. 

But now, the caſe is alter'd, tis not your 
having ſuch an Intereſt of ſuch a Value for Life, 
that makes you a Freeholder: no, tis the hav- 
ing that Intereſt, ſolely, and not jointly or in 
common with other Perſons.

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Upon this Occaſion, it naturally Occurs, to 
put the queſtion ſeriouſſy, to every Freeholder of

By the two Reſolutions laſt mention'd, the. 
Honourable H— ſe Strook off at once fome 
hundreds of Sir! —-nm F ns and Mr. 
T—k—-r's Votes: And whereas thoſe Gentie- 
men ſet forth in their Petition, that the Sheriffs 
had taken the Votes of many hundreds of Natu-

their Own. And here 'tis worth obſerving, 
that the Iniquity of their Proceedings, gave all

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Ia the next Place the Hononrable H—fe 
Reſolv'd all thoſe into Cuſtody that were Actite 
or Zealous in behalf of Sir WW m F NS 
and Mr. T—t—-r ; and this upon an Imputati- 
on of their breaking down the Stage: Tho' *tis 
certain, that ſome of em were as Innocent of 
that Fact, as ſome of my Courteous Readers 
who ſhall have the Happineſs to peruſe this 
Important Hiſtory a Thouſand Years hence. 
Nay the Queſtion was put, whether Sir Vm 
F ns Knight, and M n T—k—r 
Eiquire ſhowd not alſo be taken into Cuſtody ; 
and paſs'd in the Negative only by two Voices: 
I don't doubt but my Reader has Concluded by 
tais Lime, that the Voices by which they were 
1:v'd, were thoſe of their Antagoniſts : But be- 
cauſe I wou'd not leave him under the Deluſion 
of {0 Grois an Errour, I think my ſelf oblig d 
in Confcience, to let him know, that he never 
Was ore miſtaken in all his Life; and to aſſure 
him, that, thoſe two Members, Traely 
Honourable and Worthy, were ſo farr from Vot- 
ing for their Competitors, or even from ſtand-

bave you do any thing Onworthy 8 Man of Honour; 
do you divide for Sir W m F -NS, 
it ſhall be no Diſadvantage to your Friends, I'll Di- 
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(as I have always done bitherto) to Vote for him: 
Mr. R made Anſwer, he wou#d not De- 
ſert bis Friends, in any point or upon any Account 


whatſoever — And ſo Divided againſt him. 

After this, they had nothing to do, but to 
Reſolve, that the Noble Captain, who com- 
manded in that Important Service, had diſ- 
charg'd himſelf with Great Honour and Bra- 
very; and, whereas it was Suggeſted , that he 
was in Danger of looſing his Commiſſion for 
Diſobeying the General's Orders; 'twas An- 
ſwer'd, That if he did looſe it, that H c 
wou'd give him a Better.

But. in the mean time, till there was occaſion 
to Exerciſe that Power, 'twas fitting, that, as 
the Noble Captain. had deſerv'd fo highly of 
his Country in that Important Truſt, to, he 
ſhou'd be Encourag'd up to his Merits; and 
therefore *twas Order'd, That the Reſolution 
in favour of him, ſhou'd be laid before the 
Right Honourable the L—d It, in 
Order to his Preferment : And was done accor- 
dingly. - And thus, this Honourable Body, 
were pleas'd to take upon 'em, to Prejudge a 
Sesond Time ; and. that, not in a Riot produc'd 
by Intemperance and Ill Principles, but in a

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hut there are yet behind, two ſuch ſhocking 
Circumſtances of this Conduct , as 1 am confi- 
dent cannot but ſtrike a Chriftian Reader with 
Horrour and Amazement, and that is, that they 
paſs'd this Refolution in favour of the Captain 
abovemention'd, from his own Teſtimony of his own 
Condutt: and tho Generali. mt, often roſe 
up in the H — ſe, to Vindicate himſelf; to give 
them full Information in Relation to the Officer, 
and to put the whole Matter into a clear light;

The other Circumſtance is this, that tho?

Perfons unqualify'd to Vote, that appear'd at 
the Th J; the Nature and Size of Mr. 
Harvey's ſtick; the Black and Deep Deſign, 
Couch'd under that wicked Contrivance of Sir 

F 1s to diftinguiſh his 
Friends by wearing Lawrel, upon the laſt Day 
the Poll; and the like: Yet, the Death of a Ci- 
tien, was à Matter ſo much below their Re- 
gard;that they Induſtriouſſy declin'd making the 
leaſt Enquiry into it. The ſhedding of Innocent 
| Blood, was a Trifle unworthy their leaft Notice: 
nor were they any ways concern'd to 9 am ay 
the Gnilt of it, that the Land might not be Defild 
therewith : That, it ſeems, they left to his Fares 

who 
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who when he maketh Inquiſition for Blood, will not 
be at a Loſs at whoſe Hands to require it. 

But, tho' they did not Enguire into it, yet 

they Determin'd upon it; and pronounc d him 
Praiſe-worthy that ſpiPd it; and that, as was be- 
fore Obſer d, upon tae Credit of his own Teſti- 
mony, not bearing to hear any thing that might 
c contradict it. 
And now, let the World judge, what weight 
it might reaſonably be preſum'd, the Opinion

and yet at the ſame time paſſing Votes in favour 
of thoſe that ſlew him, might di ſcourage a Proſe- 
cat ion againſt em, and prevent am further Enquiry 
upon the matter ? or even (after a Proſecution 
was forn'd) Influence and Intimidate a Jury?

When the Reader 
Compares theſe Righteous Reſolutions, with 
thoſe paſsd afterwards againſt the L. d 
Ch r, for calling a Diſturbance at the 
Play-Houſe a Riot; I doubt not, but he will 
form to himſelf, ſuch exalted Notions of the E- 
quity and Retigion of this Conduct, as are much 
eaſter Imagin'd than Expreſs'd : and therefore I 
ſhall refer him to his own Reflections. |

any further Satisfaction, in Relation to the In- 
tegrity of theſe Great Patriots, ( Eminent in 
all their Proceedings already related at large)yet, 
I ihall beg leave, to produce one Inſtance more 
of it; becauſe-at the tame time that it Demon- 
ſtrates their Inyiolable Regard to Juſtice, it II- 
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luſtrates alſo their Signal Zeal for the Proteſtant

Upon the Petition of Sir G— St. G— the 
'H— ſe Determin'd Mr. 7 s D—I—y 
not duly Elected to ſerve as Knight of the Shire 
for the County of R— u, becauſe, the Con- 
vert Proteſt ants who Voted for him, cou'd not at the 
Time and Place of Election, produce Certificates of 
having taken the Oaths, &c.

And therefore to underſtand this Conduct a-

Juſtices, and that upon that Information, they 
had Order'd Twilleton to be apprehended: En- 
rag'd, and out All Patience q as indeed they 
might well be) at this Repeated Diſappointment 
they turn'd all their Reſentment upon D =; 
for as much, as he, had Omitted a moſt Mate- 
rial Circumſtance in his Relation of this Fact 
to their L—dſh—ps; and that was, that he 
did not tell them, that he bad his Informaiton from 
Coll. $ J, (and yet after all this, the Col.

Eing Senfible, of your Unparallel'd Applicati-

#nexampled Diſpatch, in clearing your H ſe, of 
Members that wou'd- not join in compaſſmg thoſe 
Glorious Deſigns you have in View; and not knowing, 
how little ſpace you may have, to Accompliſh thoſe 
Great Ends; I come, to ſave your precious time, 
and to prevent the long Debates which otherwiſe 
u be occafion'd on my Account.

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Peace and Safety of Her Maj Proteſtant 
Subjects? if there had I had been Hexcuſable. 

If what I have now offer d have any Weight with 
this H—— ſe for my excuſe, I ſolemnly promiſe, 
that for the time to come, I will never ſee a Play, or 
hear any Muſick, till poſitive Oath made before the 
R—r, Alderman Q—n or ſome other True Blue 
Proteſtant Tuſtice, That not one of the Per- 
formers is a Papiſt : Nay, if 1 can find that ſo much 
as a Box or Door- Keeper, is not of your Kidney he ſhall 
have Spikes fate, aud be immediately removed,

eſſion. The Story is as well known at every 
offee Houſe and Tea-Table about Town, as a 
ertain Great Man's . at Saptry; and has

occaſion'd as much wonder. What Puniſhment 
this worthy Coll -l deſerves for ſuch Bare- 
fic'd Countenancing of Popery let the next 
H ſe of C——ns Determine :. And ſince the 
Whirogsand Papiſts join d to pull down the Church 
and Eſtabliſh Popery in a former Reign, I leave 
the World to judge whether they are not the mot 
likely to bring in the Pretender. And fo J refume 
the Thread of my Hiſtory. 

This Diſappointment ferv'd only to whett their 
Courage and Exaſperate their Revenge againſt 
the next Onſet.

Adjourn'd to the Afternoon, in Purſuance o 
that Wiſe Policy abovemention'd, of wearying out 
the Old and Invalid before the Queſtion was put. 
accordingly the H—ſe met about Six in the 
Evening, and about Two in the Morning, after

his Duty, and contrary to the Proteſtant Intereſt 
of this Kingdom. 

Reſoly/d, That it appears to this H—ſe, that 
the ſaid Sir C—ſft—ne Ph—ps L—d Ch-—r 
of [——4, in a Speech by him made on the 
1cth Day of January, 1712, to the Mayor and 
Aidermen of the City of D, being then 
one of the L—ds Juitices of 1——4, did take 
upon him (by Declaring his Opinion to Pre- 
judge the Merits of the Cauſe then depending 
between Her Majeſty and D—d—ly M — e 
Eſq; and thereby to Influence the Aldermen 
ſome of whom are conſtantly return'd on Jury's 
on all Cauſes of Importance in that City. 

Reſoly/d, That an Humble Addreſs be Pre- 
ſented to Her Majeſty, humbly to beſeech her 
to remove the Right Honourable Sir Ct. 
Ph—ps Knight L—d Ch r of |-—4 
from his Place of L——d Ch r of this 
Kingdom, for the Peace 'and Safety of Her 
Proteſtant Subjects of the {aid Kingdom, and 
that a Committee be appointed to prepare the 
lame. 

And a Committee was appointed accordingly. 

Now for as much as the Reader will find 
full Satistaction in, Relation to theſe Reſo— 
lutions from the Repreſentation of the Right 
Honourable the 1. of L—ds, inferteq 
+ 2 * 
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in the Sequel of this Hiſtory, I ſhall not any 
longer detain him from that Excellent Perfor- 
mance, than by a few ſuch ſhort Obſervations 
upon the Proceedings of the T——ns, as will 
be Uſeful in Order to a more thorough Com- 
pretienſion of the Integrity, Good Nature, and Great 
Regard to Juſtice, to the Conftitution of their Coun- 
try ani the Rights of the Subject, Eminently Diſ- 
cernavle in the whole Condutt of thoſe Muſtrious 
Patriots iu this Af air. 

Firſs, Then whereas in the Votes of De- 
cember the 18th already quoted, you are given 
to Underſtand that Edward Lloyd Printed and 
Publiſh'd a Book, Intitui'd, Memoirs of the Che- 
valier de St. George. I am to let you know, that 
he never did Print that Book; nor did it ap- 
pear that ever he Publiſh'd it, otherwiſe than 
by Printing an Advertiſement to take Subſcrip- 
tions for Boeing it from a London Editi- 
on. 2. e. he was Guilty of an intended Miſde- 
meanour. f 

Secondly, I deſire to Obſerve, That Edward 
Lloyd, was Repreſented as an Object of Her Ma- 
jeſties Mercy, becauſe of his Great Poverty: The 
very Expence of taking out a Copy of his In- 
dictment, amounting to a much greater Sum 
then he was worth in the World: When there- 
fore the L— d Juſtices, had hinder'd the III 
Effects that Book might have in the World, (if 
ſuch a wretched Libel cou'd. have any) by pre- 
venting the Printing and Publiſhing of it, and 
had afturances, that no ſuch Offence wou'd e- 
vermore be given to the Government by that 
Perſon, 1 believe the Reader will not be much 

Aſﬀoniſh'd 
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Aſtoniſh'd, to ſee him become an Object of her 
Wajeſties Mercy ſo frequently extended to Per- 
ſons in much worſe Circumſtances ; by a Sove- 
reign, who in Imitation of Heaven, needs no 
cther Recommendation to her forgiveneſs then 
the Repentance and Amendment of the Offen- 
ders; And whoſe Goodneſs, many of her Facti- 
ou Subjects have reaſon to Bleſs upon that Ac- 
count; even a Worthy Member of the Hon- 
ourable H— ſe of C ns the Speaker's Son ; 
one, of the L—d Ch r's moſt Bitter 
Perſecutors. And I never yet heard, that the 
Obtaining that Mercy in any of thoſe Inſtan- 
ces, was ever before this time, Charg'd as a 
Crying Offence: and ſuch ought to render a 
Faithful Subject incapable of Serving her Ma- 
jeſty in a Station of Honour and Truſt. Tis 
true, Mr. $Sy—k—-r declar'd that the Noli 
Proſequi granted his Son, was an Un{ought for 
Favour; but I hope, the Reader, will not be- 
iieve that Gentleman deſerv'd it the more, be- 
cauſe his Father added Falſbood to his Ingratitude: 
and Deny'd the benefit, at the expence of a no- 
torious * from the Chair. Whereas, 
'tis known to many hundreds, that his Son, im- 
mediately upon ſpeaking ſomeTreaſonable words 
in the Coftee-Houſe, Poſted away to England 
to obtain that Favour : without Queſtion, this 
Conduct will be a Good Recommendation to 
her Majeſties Mercy for the future. 
In the next place, I muſt deſire leave, to Re- 

peat to the Reader, an Obſervation made in 
the foregoing Part of this Hiſtory ; namely, 
that the Proteſtant Intereſt is anExpreſſion in Great 

Eſteem 
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Eſteem among the Faction of I 
an Intereſt Diſtinit from, and even contrary to, that 
of the Eftabliſh'd Church: and this Obſervation, 
may ſerve as an Uſeful and True Comment, up- 
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on the Proceedings of the C- ns, in Re- 
lation to the firſt Reſolve againlt the L d 
Ch —-r; and thoſe Proceedings, as a De- 
monſtration of the Truth of this Obſervation: 
becauſe 'tis undeniable, that for a great while, 
they were very Hot upon Voting him an Ene- 
my to the Proteſtant Intereſt of J- d. This, 
"tis well known, was the Queſtion in Debate for 
a conliderable time: Now they knew full well 
that Sir C—/t—ne Ph—ps, was as True a 
Friend to the Intereſt of the Eſtabliſh'd Church 
of that Kingdom, as any Man upon Earti ; and 
that the whole Body of the Clergy, were ſa- 
tisfy'd that he was fo, and that his being ſo was 
his greateſt Crime) and therefore, by his being 
an Enemy to the Proteſtant Intereſt, they cou'd 
not mean the Intereſt of the Eftablith'd Church, 
but ſome other. | 

Thus much of the Integrity of thoſe Great 
Patriots, in Relation to the firſt Vote paſs'd 
upon the L—d Ch -r: nor is this Noble 
Virtue, lets Eminent with Regard to the Second : 
as the Reader will gladly Confels, when he un- 
deritands, that the Speech produc'din theH —ſe 
upon which this Guardian Reſolution was paſs'd, 
was not the Speech ſpoke by the L d 
Ch r to the L—d Mayor and Alder- 
men; but one that was made for him afterwards 


at the Roſe- Tavern, by the R r and Al- 


dermen: as they themſelves own'd, and yet theſe 
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Honourable Gentlemen not only paſs'd their 
their Reſolutions upon it, without ever deſir ing 
to {ee the true Speech, bur alſo, from the Full- 
neſs of their Power, took upon them to Print 
and Publiſh'it as the Speech, then Spoken by the 
L—d Ch- r; when they might have the 
Original and Real one, for asking: but then in- 
deed, they wou'd have loſt, one Great End of 
Expoling it to the World; that is, they wou'd 
have wanted an Opportunity of Delivering his 
Senſe, Meanly and Imperfettly in many Places, 
and of Mangling it in all: They wou'd have loſt 
themſelves the Advantage of Sending it abroad 
in the R--——7r's Patch-work Style, as in a Fool's 
Coat of many Colours, to the Great Amule- 
ment ofall Wiſemen, and the Diverſion of Fools. 

But, the Honeſty and Candour of theſe Pro- 
ceedings, will yet better appear, if we Annex to 
them, the Exact Juſtice, and Tender Regard for 
the Rights of the Subject, that ſhines thro? 'em ; 
becauie theſe Vertues, will beſt Illuſtrate and 
ſet of one another, The Reader then is to be in- 
form'd, in the next Place, that the d 
Ch r, was Condemn'd Unheard : The Mo- 
nourable H—ſe, being ſo well ſatisfied of their 
own Juſtice, that as they riceded no Proof of his 
Guilt, ſo they wou'd give him no opportunity of 
clearing hisInnocence : for, tho all his Friends, 
Preſs'd and Labour'd that Point to the Utmoſt, 
yet all to no Purpole ; he neither cou'd,nor mult 
be heard: and indeed, they that conſider the 
Matter. Calmly, and go to the Bottom of it, 
think they find Unantwerable Reaſons why he 
ſhou'd not: for firjt, tacy ſay, there is a Dange- 
4 rous 
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rousPrecedent in the Caſe : Sir Charles Porter, 
who had gone before this Gentleman in the 
ſame Station, was alſo like him, a Profeſs'd E- 
nemy to the Proteſtant Intereſt of that King- 
dom, by being a True Friend to the Eſtabliſh'd 
Church; and when, in conſequence of this, he 
was Perſecuted by fome of the Honourable 
Members of the Preſent P t, they had 
the Misfortune to ſuffer him to be heard be- 
fore they Condemn'd him: and what was the 
Effect of that, but, that as ſoon as he was heard, 
he was acquitted. This, they thought was a ſut- 
ficient Warning to Wiſe Patriots, and might 
well teach em, how to hear another Ch. r 
for ever after. | 1 | 
Then, ſay they, this ſame Sir C—ſt—ze, 
has all along had a ſtrange way with him, not 
only of putting Facts and Things into a True 
Light; but likewiſe, I know not how, of win- 
ning upon his Hearers Affections, and making 
himſelf believ'd in every thing he Delivers for 
Truth ; and God knows, what the Conſequence 
wou'd have been, to let ſuch a Dangerous Man, 
ſpeak before Innocent and Well-meaning Per- 
ſons. 5 holes 
Beſides all this, *twas Shrewdly ſuſpected, 
that if he had been heard, he wou'd have told 
'em, that he and his Colleague, were the very Men 
who hinder'd the Printing and Publiſhing of that 
ſame Libel : and then ſhew'd 'em how eaſie it 
had been for him, (if he had been a Friend to 
the Pretender) to have Printed and Diſpersd 
many thouſand of em, without making the leaſt 
Noiſe, or being ever liable to be call'd to anAc- 
| count 
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count for ſo doing, two to one too, but he 
wou'd ha ve Convinc'd 'em, that Mercy was no 
ſuch great Sin in a Chriftian Country : and, that 
doing Fuſtice to the Queen, cou'd not well be Stil d 
an Offence of the firſt Magnitude under a Monar- 
chical Government. 

Then again, 'twas odds (being a Shrewd So- 
phiſter) but he cou'd have Demonſtrated to the 
H ſe, that the two points of a Contradiction 
cou'd not meet: and that his ſingle ſelf cou'd not 
poſſubly be two Lords Fuſtices and a Priuy-Council. 
And that very thing wou'd haveRuin'd the whole 
Delign : Theſe, and a Thouſand other things, 
he might have talk'd after his Undaunted and 
Eaſy manner; which might be Dangerous, and 
Deſtructive to their Purpoſe; and cou'd not be 
Neceſſary; and therefore it wou'd not only have 
been a Great Weakneſs, but in ſhort *twere lit- 
o leſs than Downright Madneſs to have heard 

im. 

But I find, the World are Divided upon the 
point; and many Men of another Opinion de- 
ſpiſe and Ridicule this way of Reaſoning after 
a moſt Unmerciful and Inſolent Manner. Ay, 
ſay they, you have prov'd indeed, that it was 
neither Neceflary, nor Convenient to their Pur- 
poſe, that the L—d Chr ſhou'd be 
heard; And what then? have you prov'd, that 
it was Reaſonable and Juſt that he ſhou'd be 
Condemn'd before he was? No ſooner do they 
ſay this, but they fall, into a moſt Violent Re- 
ſentment againſt theſe Proceedings; and yet, I 
know not how, at the ſame, their Indignation, 
inſtead of Weakning * Dilturbing their Rea- 
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ſon, ſeems to add a New Force and Significan- 


cy to all their Arguments. The Proceedings 
of the C. ns againſt the L—d Ch--—r, 


ſay they, are moſt Abominable and Unjuſt: ſo I 


contrary to the Law of Nature, that they wou'd 
ſheck a Scythian Commonwealth: And ſo ex- 
preſly againſt the Fundamentals of our own 
| Conſtitution, that they have a direct Tendency 
to deſtroy the very Foundation of our Liber- 
ties. For by the Laws of England, tis the 
Right of the Meaneſt Subjects in her Majefties 
Dominions to be heard before they can be Con- 
demn'd to any Loſs or Damage whatſoever ; 
and this Right is the Foundation and Hinge of 
their Liberty; Becauſe without this, 'tis Evi- 
dent to the Meaneſt Capacity, that all their o- 

ther Rights can avail them Nothing ; for then, 

*twou'd be in the Power of their Governours, 

to deprive them of 'em whenever they thought 

fit. And therefore, they that go about to Rob 
the Subject of this Right, and dare to do it even 

in one Inſtance, are by that very Act the Declar'd 
Enemies of the Engliſh Conſtitution, Nay, ſhou'd a 

Sovereign of Ergland Attempt it, upon the Mean- 

eſt of his People, he wou'd be Deem'd a Mon- 

ſtrous Tyrant that Moment: and that Reſiſtance, 

which is now the Doctrine of theſe very Men, 

wou'd ſoon Change it Name, and be call'd their 

Duty. Is then an Act of Exquiſite Unjuſtice and 

Oppreſſion, leſs Tyrannick in the People than 

the Prince? or rather, is it not much more ſo, 

by how much *tis more Intollerable to be Injur'd 

by our Equals or Inferiours than by our Law- 

ful and Rightful Governours ? But when it is 

con- 
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confider', that this is perpetrated, by the Guar- 
dians of the Subjects Rights, and the moſt Profeſs'd 
= Patrons of Liberty in the Chriſtian V/orld, and 
1 hat, not againſt a Common Man, or an Ordi- 
nary and Mean Subject; but againſt a Min of 
Great Eminence, one of Her Majeſties firſk Mini- 
y ſters in this Realm, and Speaker of che Houſe of 
L—ds; then, does this Conduct receive its Laſt 
and Higheſt Aggravation: and ſuch, as muſt 
make it Shocking and Monſtrous in the Eyes of 
all Honeſt and Conſcientious Men, and true 

Lovers of their Country. 
of But theſe Gentlemen do not ſtop here; they 
proceed yet further, and tell us, that as zt isthe 
Right of every Subject to be Heard before he is Con- 


d, demr'd, fo it is his Right to be Hear'd before Le- 
, Cal and Proper Judges; and to be Ty d by his Peers. 
+ | And therefore, if they had been fo juſt to the 
ob L—d Ch r, as to have hear d, and yet 


had not thought fit to acquit him, upon that 
Hearing, the proper Method of bringing him 
1210 Condign Puniſhment, for any Crime that 
might appear againſt him, wou'd have been, ei- 


- ther to have Directed a Proſecution at Law a- 
-e | gainſt him, or to have Impeach'd him before the 
45 H —ſe of L——ds. Whereas, to bring Diſ- 
ir grace and Damage upon a Man, by a Proceedure, 


nd were the ſame Perſons are at once his Accuſers and 
Judges, is asIniquituous as any thing can be Imagin'd. 
10 I own , I am not ſo well Vers d in the Me- 
rd thods and Proceedings of P t, as to be able 
to pronounce Deciſively upon this point: But 
by all the Enquiry that I cou'd make among thoſe 
„n. that are, I cannot m thata Precedent of IN | 
_— 2 4. 
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Nature, was ever known before unleſs you'l ex- 
cept that of the Lord Lauderdale; which, from 
the Conſequence of it, ought ſurely, to have 
given no Great Encouragement to our Adven- 
turers in the Preſent Cale. 

But however that may be, *tis evident from 
the Nature of things, that ſuch Proceedings are 
Tyrannick and Unjuſt : and cannot but have III 
Con'equences, if ever theſe Nations are ſo Un- 
fortunate as to ſee 'em Countenanc'd. 

For firſt, every True Lover of the Conſtituti- 
on of his Country, will always be exceedingly 
Cautious, ow he either Strains, or goes beyond 
or beſide the Law, in any Caſe, or upon any 
Fretence whatſoever ; But eſpecially, in the Buſi- 
neſs of Puniſhment: and whenever he does ſo, he 
ſets hjs Prince a Dangerous Example, that may 
one Day be Fatal to his own, and his Country's 
Welfare. 

Again: If ever ſuch Proceedings are Encou- 
rag'd, they will oftentimes put it in the Power of 
the worſt Men in the World, to Ruin and Oppreſs the 
Beſt. Becauſe, tis impoſſible, that Factious and 
Diſcontented Men, can ever want a pretence, to 

Criminate the Ableſt Miniſters, and the Faith- 
fulleſt Subjects, that have Employments worthy 
their Ambition, or ſtand in the Gap againſt their 
Wicked Purpoſes. And that this is the Caſe 
of the Leading Men in the P t of N-, 
with Relation to the Ch- is too Notori- 
ous to need a Proof: every Child cou'd tell you, 
long before the Reſolutions of the C ns 
were paſs d againſt that Miniſter, how they had 
iſpos'd of the Principal Employments wh 
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whole Kingdom: Inſomuch, that if her Maieſty, 
had thought fit to have Remoy'd her L d 
Ch r upon their Addreſs ; ſhe wou'd have 
ſeen, all her other Judges, as Criminal as he, in a 
few days; and others Recommended in their Room. 
But thanks be to God, She Remember'd Her 
Royal Grand-father's Misfortune , in the like 
Caſe; and ſhun'd his Fate : Neither wou'd She 
Diſplace a Faithful Miniſter, that he might be 
ſucceeded by a Villain that coud Drink to the Pi- 
ous Memory of his Murderer. 

The4ait thing, that I ſhall obſerve in Relati- 
on to theſe Reſolutions, is that Aſtoniſhing Cir- 
cum(t ance of Generoſity and Good Nature, that ap- 
pear'd in putting Mr. H ry Ing- by 
my L- Ch- r's Son-in-Law , upon the Com- 
mittee appointed to Criminate his Father to Her 
Majeſty ;, and draw up an Addreſs for his Removal. 
a Circumſtance, that touches all the Softneſſes of 
Humanity; and gives a Man, a more Perfect 
Notion of the Spirit of thoſe Patriots, than a 
Thouſand Volumes of lefler Incidents : and can- 
not fail, to Impreſs upon every Honeſt Soul, a 
True Idea of thoſe Men, whoſe Tender Merctes 
are Cruel. | | 

But this Tenderneſs to the Ch- r, Will 
never appear in its full Luſtre, till the Reader 
compares it with that, which was ſhewn by the 
ſame Perſons, to Mr. V. an Honourable 
Member of the H ſe already Nam'd: who, 


when a Committee was appointed, to Enquire 

into the Bribery and Forgery Charg'd upon him, was 
himſelf appointed one of the Number. 

I know not after all theſe Inſtances of Hu- 
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manity and Juſtice, whether I ought to take No- 
| tice of any Circumſtance of leſſer Conſideration; 
ſuch as, the baſe Unworthy Perſonal RetleCtions 
upon the L—d Ch- r by Mr. C-—— ty 
Mr. Br ———& and his Son. 

I have thought it a Hand ſom Obſervation 
of a Gentleman, upon a Perſon exceedingly prone 
to Cenſure, and at the ſame time veryObnoxtous 
to it. 'Tis a ſtrange thing, ſays he, that this Fellow 
that wears a Glaſs . Doublet ſhou'd throw ſtones at 
all Mankind: The Reader will ſpare me the 
Trouble of Application. Has Mr. Br k 
forgotten Grandſire the Collar-maker? or has he 
forgot who run away at the Battle of Ramines 
with the Duke of Ormond's Plate and thereby 
raigd a Family? I wou'd not willingly be his 
Remembrancer: but I can aſſure him, the Reſt 
of the World have not all ſuch Treacherous 
Memories as he Imagines. | N 

As for Mr. C- h, he, has a Better Pre- 
tence for abuſing other Men's Family's ; becauſe 
he may do it, upon a Preſumption ; that his own 
is ſo utterly unknown to the World, that they 
can never be even with him : all his Anceſtors, 1f 
he had any, as many are confident that he had 
not) being Homines Nullius Nominis: but howe- 
ver, I adviſe him as a Friend, not to confide too 
much in the Advantage of his Obſcurity : be- 
cauſe, tho? the Father be forgotten, the Son is 
not. The Footman, and the Sharper is in every 
Man's Mouth, tho' the Poor Cottager ſleeps in 
Silence without any other Monumetit to Con- 
vey his Name down to Poſterity, than the Hon- 
our his Son did him, iz Commanding him to hold 

I | his 
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his Stirrup. An Honour, that ought never to be 
forgotten, to the Glory of the Chriſtian CO-, 
as long as the 5th Commandment is remember'd; 
and will, without Queſtion, render him as Fa- 
mous to Futurity, as the Daughter of Tarquin, 
is at this day; for driving over her Father's Corps: 
but with this difference, that, an Honour done to 
a Living Parent (however ſome Chimerical Men 
may Imagine otherwiſe) 1s in Reality, more Me- 
ritorious than one done to the Dead. | 

I cou'd add a pretty long Liſt of others; who 
tho' they carry themſelves with that Height and 
Arrogance; and value themſelves ſo much, upon 
their Families, are not able with all their Oſten- 
tation to hide their Origin. I can aſſure em 'tis 
well remember'd, who came over Common Soldiers, 
Drummers, Serjeants, &c. not very long (ince, and 
in what Company. A Full and Particular Account 
of which, the World may perhaps be favour'd 
with in a very little time. 

It muſt be own'd there is this Great Difference 
between the Ch r and theſe Gentlemen 
in this reſpect: Their Families were Raisd by Re- 
volutions, and his, was Reduc'd : Theirs, Gain'd by 
Rebellion; and his, loſt by Loyalty. His Father, 
who was a Gentleman of King Charles the Firſt's - 
Court, and as much a Papiſt as his Son, 2, e. a 
very ſtrict Church-Man ; by a Tedious Impriſon- 
ment in Mindſor-Caſtle, and many other Acts of 
Oppreſſion, during the Courſe of a Long and 
Proſperous Uſurpation, ſufter'd very much in his 
Fortune; but always Retain'd the Character of 
a Gentleman, and a Man of Honour. And after 
ſome time, it pleasd God to Reward his Vertue 
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ſo well; that for many Years before his Death, | 


he Enjoy'd and Livd upon an Eſtate of about 


Four Hundred Pound a Year; Happy, in the 


genera] good Eſteem and Love of all that knew 
him; and Bleſsd with a Numerous Iflue : 
which, were Educated after the beſt Manner; to 
the Law, the Gown, and to Merchand1ze: and 
when -he Died , was Lamented by the whole 
Country he liv'd in; and left a good Name behind 
him: which 'tis to be fear'd will never beRemem- 


ber d of thoſe that Labour'd to Vility and Op- 


preſs his Son. 


I fear, I have too long Detain'd the Reader, 


from the Satisfaction he will find in the further 
Vindication of an Innocent Man, againſt the Im- 

utations of the C ns: and therefore, I 
haſten to inform him; that, the L- ds, Ob- 
ſerving the Nature and Tendency of theſe Pro- 
ceedings, and finding at the ſame time, that their 
Own Authority and Furiſdittion were ſo far Con- 
temn'd, that the C ns Declin'd the Juſtice of 
their Houſe: Tho' they were at a loſs, how to Vin- 
dicate the Indignity done to themſelves, as a Su- 
preme Court of Judicature ; (before whom, ac- 
cording to the Regular Courſe of Proceedings, 
the Crimes Charg'd againſt the Ch. r ought 
to have been laid, and prov'd, and the Iflue of 
that Charge determin'd.) Yet, they thought, 
they cou'd not be ſo far wanting to that duty 
they ow'd her Majeſty, as not to Enquire into the 
Conduct of her Miniſter : and return her a Faith- 
ful Account of that Conduct. Accordingly, they 
Order all the Papers and Proceedings relating 
to thoſe two Facts, Namely , The Noli Nn 
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obtain'd for Lloyd, and the Speech deliver'd by 
the L—d Ch-——rto the L- d Mayor and 
Aldermen, to be laid before em: and then, drew 
up an Humble Kepreſentation of them to her 
Majeſty, in the following Words, 


The Humble Repreſentation of the Lords Spiri- 
tual and Temporal in Parliament Aſſembled. 


To the Queen's Moſt Excellent Majeſty. 


Moſt Gracious Sovereign, | 
W E Your Majeſties moſt Dutiſul and Loyal 
Subjetts the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
in Parliament Aſſembled; having daily Proojs of 
Tour Wiſdom, Tuſtice and Goodneſs to all your Sub- 
ietts, Humbly beg leave to repreſent to your Majeſty 
that there having been ſeveral ſevere Reflettions caſt 
upon Sir Conſtantine Phipps Lord High Chancellor 
of Ireland, on the occaſion of 4 Proſecation againſt 
one Edward Lloyd; and ſome Directions given by 
his Lordſhip ix Council to the Lord-Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of Dublin, Ve thought it 4 
Duty Incumbent upon us, to make the ſtritieſt Enqui- 
ry into the Truth of theſe Accuſatious ard from the 
Entries iu the Council-Books, and Paper-Office, to 
lay them before your Majeſty ina clear Light. 
| The ſaid Edward Lloyd did in the Month of 
September 1712. Publiſh in his News Letter a Pro- 
poſal, that he would Print a Book cad, Memoirs 
ot the Chevalier de St. George; and that he would 
take in Subſcriptions for the ſame. The then Lords 
Tuſtices and Council of this Kingdom, being inform'd 
thereof, immediately.ſeiz'd his Papers , whereby a 


ſtop 
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ſtop was put to the Printing the Book: Not content 
with this, the Lord's Fuſtices, to ſhew their urmojt 
Abhorrence of that Deſn, crdered, a Proſecution 
forthwith 6-048 the ſaid Lloyd; he was accord- 


ingly Proſecuted, and a Bill of Indittment was found 
againſt him in your Majeſtys Court of Queen's- 
Bench, in which Indiitment, the whole Seditions 
and Treaſonable Libel] was recited at large from a 
London Impreſſion of it, Upon this the ſaid Lloyd 
withdrew into England, and neither rendered his 
Perſon, nor foundBail to Traverſe theludittment, but 
after he was gone, two ſufficient Perſons became Bail 
for him for that purpoſe ; and the ſaid Lloyd after- 
wards Petitiond the D. of Ormond then Lord 
Lieutenant of this Kingdom, ſetting forth, That he 
had no Evil Intention or Deſign in Publiſhing the 
ſaid Book, for which he was Inditted ; That his Po- 
verty render'd him an Obiett of Mercy ; that he had 
given Evidence of Zeal for Her Majeſty's Service, 
by diſcovering a moſt Infamous Libel againſt Her 
Majeſty ; and that he would live without any Offence 
of that Kind for, the future, His Grace the Duke 
of Ormond referr'd this Petition to the Lords u- 
ſtices; and the Lord's Fuſtices in Council referr'd it 
to the Attorney and Sollicitor-General, who made a 
Report that the ſaid Edward Lloyd, being nofar- 
tber Criminal than by intending to Print and Pub- 
liſh the ſaid Book, and being in very low Circum- 
ſtances, he might be an Object of her Majeſties Mer- 
cy. Upon this Report, the Lords Fuſtices and Coun- 
cil (and not the Lords Fuſtices or Chancellor only ) 
wrote a Letter to the Duke of Ormond of May 23. 
1713. That being inform'd that the jaid Edward 
Lloyd had no Evil Intention or Deſign in propoſing 
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to Print the Book for which he was Indicted, they 
were humbly of Opinion, that he was an Object of 
Mercy, and thereby recommended him to his Graces 
Favour. His Grace, ly his Letter of [une 18, 1713. 
did thereupon require the Lords Fuſtices to give Di- 
reftions that a ſtop ſpou d be put to any further Pro- 
ceedints againſt him, upon the ſaid Inditment ; and 
the Lords Tuſtices iſſued their Warrant for a Noli 
Proſequi accordinzly, which put a ſtop to the Pro- 
ſecution. This may it pleaſe your Majeſty, is a true 
State of the Fatt relating to Edward Lloyd; and 
upon it, we beg leave further to Obſerve and Repre- 
ſent to your Majeſty, Our Humble Opinion, That as 
the granting Noli Proſcqui's is an Undoubted Pre- 
ative of the Crown, ſo the iſſuing one in this Caſe, 
was an Inſtance of your Majeſty's Goodneſs and Com- 
paſſion ; and that the then Lords Juſtices, together 
with the Privy-Conncil, who Repreſented the ſaid 
Lloyd as an Objett of your Majeſtys Mercy, have 
not, in our Opinion atted in this Matter contrary to 
2 Duty, or the Proteſtant Intereſt of this Ring- 
om. 

As to the Directions given by the Lord Chancellor 
in Council to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen of the 
City of Dublin, we beg leave to obſerve unto your 
Majeſty, That his Lordſhip then gave no other Di- 
rections to them, than what he receiv'd from your 
Majeſty, or was inſtructed to give them by the Pri- 
Council. The Lord-Chancellor, at the deſire of 
the Houſe, laid before us a Copy of his Speech, taken 
from the Original, be having reduced it in writing 
before he ſpoke it to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
in Council, the 16th of Jan. 1712, and for our Sa- 
tisfaction, ſeveral Lords of the Council, who were 
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preſent when thoſe Directions were given, did fully 
atteſt, that the Copy produced to us did agree, to 
the beſt of their Remembrance, with what he had 
deliver d in Council, which is as follows. 


My Lord Mayor and Gentlemen, 
*WE {end for you by her Majeſty's Special 
Command); tis to let you know that Her Ma- 
jeſty takes Notice, That there are many Scan- 
dalous and Seditious Libels and Pamphlets 
daily diſpers'd in this City: And therefore her 
Majeſty Commands your Lordſhip, the Alder- 
men and the other Magiſtrates to Uſe your ut- 
moſt Endeavours to ſuppreſs and prevent ſuch 
Seditious Libels, and to cauſe the Authors 
and Publiſhers of em to be Apprehended. We 
are very well aſſured of your Lordſhip's Loy - 
alty to Her Majeſty, and of your Zeal for her 
Service; and therefore don't 1n the leaſt doubt 
your Performance of your Duty in this or any 
other Reſpect. You are likewiſe Directed by 
her Majeſty to enquire into the Fomenters of 
the late Ditorders in this City. 

* Your Lordſhip Remembers the Great Riot 
committed in the Play-Houſe on his late Ma- 
jeſty's Birth-day, a Day that we ſhall be as rea- 
dy as any Perſons ia the World to Celebrate 
with all the Reſpect and Honour due 7 the 
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Memory of that Great Prince. 

But when Things are come to that paſs, that 

Gentlemen think the beſt way to Commemo- 

rate his late Majelty, is, by Affroating Her Pre- 

ſent Majeſty, and Intulting her Authority. 
When Gentlemen { whote Education ſhou d 
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Teach 'em better) ſhall take upon 'em in Defi- 
ance of Authority, to Speak a Prologue which 
has been forbid by the Government two years 
Succeſſively; a Prologue that ſounds an Alarm, 
and Invites Her Majeſty's Subjects to make War 
againſt thoſe with whom Her Majeſty thinks 
fit tomake Peace, and to take up Arms to drive 
the King of Spain out of thoſe Dominions 
which ther Majeſty by her Articles of Peace 
has Stipulated he ſhall Enjoy; I ſay, when 
Gentlemen carry things to this Height, *tis 
time for the Government to Exert themſelves in 
Defence of her Majeſty's Authority: For what 
is this, but to Rob her Majcſty of that Part 
of Her Prerogative which was always allow'd 
Her by the worſt of Her Enemies, the Power 
of making Peace and War. This was an Of— 
fence of that Magnirude, that we thought it 
our Duty to lay it before the Queen; and tho' 
Her Majeſty is Greatly Offended at it, yet ſhe 
is Pleas'd in Judgment to Remember Mercy, 
and hath Commanded us to ſingle out the moſt 
flagrant Offender, and to Proſecute him witly 
the Utmoſt Severity of the Law, but is Gra- 
cioully Pleas'd to diſcharge the reſt from any 
further Proſecution. We ſhall be ſure to pay 
Obedience to Her Majeſty's Command, and 
we hope that in this, and all other Caſes, where 
her Majeſty is concern'd, the Sheriffs will take 
care to return Underſtanding Juries, that «now 
their Duty, and the Obligation of an Oath, 
Men of ſuch Integrity and Loyalty, as will 
take Care her Majeſty has equal Juſtice with 
her Subjects, and that is all is deſir d. And 'tis 
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* to be hoped, it will not ſeem hard that HerMa- 
* jeſty ſhou'd expect Juſtice from a City which 

* pertakes ſo Liberally of Her Bounty. 
There is another Thing which we Recom- 
* mend to you, which js, the preventing Publick 
Mas being ſaid contrary to Law by Prieſts 
not Regiſtred, or that will not take the Abju- 
ration Oath, or are otherwiſe diſabled from 
* Officiating. We have more than Ordinary rea- 
: wy by Preſs this, becauſe we ſuifer by your ne- 
* gleft. X 
* The Country generally make the City their 
Pattern, and after your Example become Negli- 
gent of their Duty in this reſpect; for being 
* ask'd, why they permit Publick Mafs to be 
* ſaid? Their Anſwer is, Tis done in Dublin, and 
as we are inform'd, by the Approbation of the 
Government, for elſe it wou'd not be done; and 
© why ſhou'd we be more Officious than others? 
There are very good Laws made to prevent this 
and we have Iſſued a Proclamation for the due 
Execution of thote Laws, and have Charg d it 
in the moſt preſſing Terms we cou'd; and now 
* we recommend it you again, That if there be 
any Neglect of this Kind for the future, the 

People may know at whoſe Door to lay it. 

Tour Majeſty in Tour Royal Wiſdom will Judge 
how reaſonable and equal it was, to deſire that the 
ſame Tuſtice which the meaneſt of Tour Subjects en- 
toy, . ſhould be extended to ſuch Caſes, in which the 
Honour and Safety of your Government are concerned. 
We have lately preſumed to Addreſs your Majeſty, 
en the Occaſion of a Malicious and Villanous Aſper- 
fron on the Lord Chancellor. And we are ſtrengthned 
| | in 
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in our Opinion of his Lordſhips having . acquitted 
himſelf with Honour and Integrity, from the further 
Enquiries we have ſince made. 

We do faithfully aſſure your Majeſty, that nothing 
ſhall ever divert us from proceeding with Unan- 
mity and Temper in the liſpatch of the publick Buſi- 
neſs, and ineſtabliſhing the Peace of this Kingdom, 
by diſcountenancing the reſtleſs Endeavours of thoſe 
Factious Spirits who attempt to ſow Jealouſies and 
ral 17 ſs Fears in the Minds of your Majeſty's 
People. 

be Reader will obſerve from this Re- 
preſentation, the Vigilance of thoſe Excellent 
Miniſters, in hindring the Printing and Publiſh- 
ing of that Libel. He will alſo obſerve, That a 
Proſecution at Law was immediately Directed 
againſt him that intended to Publiſh it : A Pro- 
ſecution, as I before obſerv'd, of ſo Expenfive a 
Nature, That the very Copy of his Indictment, 
amounted to more than he was Worth in the 
World; upon which, he was oblig'd to fly into 
England ; where, he obtain'd the L—d Lie-—t's 
Letter to the Lord's-Juſtices reterring his Caſe 
to their Conſideration. The Reader will conſi- 
der after that, the Cautious and Regular ſteps, 
whereby he was admitted to Mercy : Doubtleſs 
he will alſo- Reflect with great Pleaſure upon 
the Equity and Candour of thoſe Patriots, who 
make the Ch r alone Anſwerable for an 


Act of both the L— d'sJuſtices and Coun- 
cil. Perhaps too he may think it worth his while 
to take Notice that tho' Lloyd was Proſecuted 
to an Outlawry, as appear'd upon Evidence be- 
fore the Committee appointed to Enquire ms 

what 
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what Proſecution was had againſt him ; yet-that 
worthy Body, as a further Demonſtration of 
their Integrity, thought fit to drop that Cir- 
cumlitance in their Report. 

But before I diſmiſs this Head, I think my 
ſelf oblig'd, for the Satisfaction of all True Lo- 
vers of the Conſtitution of their Country, to 
Enter into a cloſe Diſquiſition upon this Con- 
duct of the C ns : and diſcloſe to the 
World, as far as I am able, the Reaſons, why 
they Declin'd the Tuſtice of the Right Honoyrable the 
H —— ſe of Lords, | 

Firſt then, either the C ns believ'd the 
L- d Ch—- a Criminal, or they did not. If 
they did not believe him aCrimina),every one will 

conclude, That their Treatment of him was the 
moſt Injurious that can be Imagin'd ; and ought 
to be for ever Odious in the Eyes of all Honeſt 
and Good Men. 
If they did believe him a Criminal, why did 
they Decline the Regular and Legal Ceurſe of 
bringing him to Juſtice 2 Now, this Courſe is 
Two-fold, either a Proſecution at Law, or an 
Impeachment- before the Lords. 

There can be no Reaſon why they ſhou'd De- 
cline the firſt of theſe Courſes; ſince there is no 
doubt, but they might have-had him Try'd, by a 
Jury after their own Hearts Deſire. So that there 
they are without Excuſe ; and as to the other 
Courſe, no reaſon can be aſſign'd, why they De- 
clin'd that, unleſs it be, that they Apprehended that 
Honſe wou'd acquit, aud pronounce him Innocent, tho, 
they made it appear he was Guilty: aud this, is ſuch 
an Odious Suppoſition, that, as it ms the 

I igh- 
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Higheft Calumny and Indignity upon that Auguſt 
Body, fo, I ſhou'd be loth to Charge any Mem- 
bers of the Honourable H—ſe of C us, 
with ſo unworthy a Perſwaſion. 

But in Anſwer to this, ſome of their Friends 
ſoften the Suppoſition; and tell us, that tre 
H ſe of L- ds, had already Declar'd their 
Opinion of his L—d—p'Integrity, in their Ad- 
dre's to the Q , on Occaſion of ſomeReflecti- 
ons thrown upon him by one Nuttal. 

But this Objection, is as eafily caſt down as 
rais'd; if we conſider, that the L- ds, upon 
that Occaſion, ozly Declar'd their Opinion of his 
L—d—psCondut: as far, as it had then appear d 
to them; and therefore, ſurely it left em entire- 
ly free to Cenſure any part of it, not yet Cri- 
minated before them : ſo that this Argument 
falls to the Ground ; And in Truth, 1s only a 
pretence , ſince affum'd, to Salve an Irregular 
Conduct: foraſmuch, it is well known, that the 
C ns, had declar'd long before this time, 
that they wow d not Impeach his L—d—p: but wou d 
be Content, with paſſing ſome ſmart Votes (as they 
calPd it) upon him; in Order to have him tu nd 
Out. | 

Here then is the point, upon which we are 
to ground our Enquiry : and the Queſtion, that 
naturally ariſes from it, is what was the Reaſon 
of Proceeding in this manner? The Anſwer is ve- 
ry Obvious ; they were Reſolved to bring Her M—y 
under this Dilemma, either fhe _ remove her 
Miniſter upon their Application, or (he muſt eæ pect 
ao Money. This, they all along openly avow'd ; 
and their Conduct fence ___ has Contirm'd * 
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Declarations in that point. Foraſmuch as tis 
well known, that his G e the D - of 
$h 4 has Sounded all the Leading Men 
of the Party, to no other End, than, to have it 
in his Power to aſſure Her Mi), that they are 
firm to their purpoſe, of not Satisfying the Neceſſt- 
ties of the Government, unleſs upon their own Terms. 

Now then give me leave a little to Diſcuſs 
this Conduct, to ſhew the Tendency of it, and 
place it*in a True Light. | 

And in Order to do this Effectually, I ſhall 
only deſire my Reader ſeriouſly to conſider theſe 
Three Things; 


tt. The Juſtice of it, 
2d. The Duty, 
3d. The Conſequences: 


As to the firſt of theſe, I have already ſpoken 
pretty fully to the point ; having ſhewn , That 
it is utterly Inconſiſtent with, and Fund ament ally 
Deſtruttive of the Rights of t be Subject to be Con- 
demn'd to any Loſs or Damage whatſoever, either 
Unheard, or by Illegal Judges: and in a manner be- 
fide, and againſt the Regular Courſe of FJuſtice. And 
therefore I ſhall only add in this Place to what 
was before Obſery'd, that, here is a very ſtrong 
Preſumption againſt the C ns in the preſens 
Caſe that they themſelves Diſtruſted the Merits of 
their Cauſe ; when they did not put 1t upon a Foot of 
Law and Juſtice, but upon a Foot of Neceſſity. Ei- 
ther remove the L- d Ch -r or expect no 
Supply. | | | 

The ſame Argument , beſpeaks the Duty %

A Thouſand pity's that this Noble purpoſe 
ſhou'd alfo Miſcarty ; a Purpoſe every way wor- 
thy the Honour and Integrity of thoſe Illuſtrious 
Patriots: and ſuch as wou'd have Crown'd their 
Characters beyond the Exarnple of all Ages paſt, 
and the Immitation of all to come; when it
